summer camps aren't what 
they used to be. 

[ts not that you can't find the 
traditional, sports-crafts-swim-and- 
sing-a-long-style kids camp any- 
more. You can. According to the 
American Camping Association, 
there are over 8,500 general in- 
terest kids' camps today. But now 
there is also a wide range of 
choices, with specialty camps fo- 
cusing on everything from sports 
and theater arts to space, horse- 
back riding and aquatics. 

Gary Abel of the American 
Camping Association says there 
are many camps that are incred- 
ibly specialized: a circus perfor- 
mance program in Pennsylvania 
that teaches high wire and other 
aerial feats (with a net, of course); a 
law camp in Florida that teaches 
teens how to argue a case; and a 
finance camp in Colorado that 
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covers the stock market, invest- 
ment strategies, and money man- 
agement. 

At the U.S. Space Camp in Ala- 
bama and Florida, students from 
grades four through 12 can pursue 
a variety of activities designed to 
stimulate their interest in master- 
ing science and mathematics. Par- 
ticipants in the five-day programs 
can partake of space shuttle mis- 
sion simulation, receive basic as- 


tronaut training, experience the 1/6 
gravity chair, study satellite deplov- 
ment, and use teamwork to accom- 
plish experiments and other mock 
mission assignments. The Camp 
also offers an Adult Space Acade- 
my and a parent and child mini- 
space camp weekend program. 

Sound like work? Not according 
to director Edward Buckbee, who 
says the 20,000 campers a year 
find the program inspirational. 
The purpose of the camp isn't, of 
course, to turn the children into lit- 
tle astronauts in less than a week. 
It's to get them excited about learn- 
ing more. 

"We give the kids a broad look 
at a variety of subjects and an op- 
portunity to experience so much 
more than they would normallv en- 
counter," says Buckbee. "To edu- 
cate a child today takes more than 
the traditional classroom," he adds, 
suggesting that it is through experi- 
ences like space camp that chil- 
dren are motivated to go further. 

Dick Billingsley, co-director of a 
sports and fitness camp in Los 
Angeles, agrees. Billingsley argues 
that camps that offer a wide range 
of different sports—rather than 
those that focus on one in particu- 
lar—offer the children a chance to 
test and extend their skills. The 
great opportunity of a summer 
camp, he says, is that it can give 
children a chance to take a subject 
they're interested in and pursue it

THE ORIGINS OF

It was in 1861 that Headmaster 
Frederick W. Gunn of the Gun- 
nery School, a private boarding 
school in Connecticut, got the 
idea of taking pupils on a sum- 
mer outing. He and his wife 
Abigail led a two-week trip to the 
Long Island Sound, for hiking, 
boating, sailing and fishing. 

After several repeat perfor- 
mances, they established a per- 
manent camp on an inland lake. 
And the camp idea soon spread. 
In 1922, former Harvard Univer- 
sity President Charles W. Eliot 
said ’’The organized summer 
camp is the most important step 
in education that America has 
given the world.” 


further, expanding their interest 
even more. Billingsley adds that 
the broader the camp's focus, the 
less competitive it will be. 

Shirley Walch, executive direc- 
tor of the Southern California Chap- 
ter of the American Camping Asso- 
ciation, says that the key issue in 
looking at camps is to consider the 
specific needs of the child. "You 
have to ask yourself what your 
goal is," she says. "Is it to improve 
the child's skill to become a gold 
medalist or to help him have fun 
and develop social skills?"

POWER DINING WITH KIDS 


The sitter just canceled and you 
have reservations at the hottest 
restaurant in town: What are you 
going to do? 

Go for it. It’s not uncommon to 
see young children dining at a 
nice restaurant. And by following 
the advice offered by professional 
cooks, restaurant owners and par- 
ents, you—and the other diners— 
can still have a good time. 

You may want to call ahead, 
says one restaurant owner, and in- 
form the staff that you will be joined 
by a very young guest. Doing so 
may cost you the power table in 
the premiere room, but when 
your toddler starts throwing bits of 
crudites you may be thankful. 
And while almost every restaurant 
has some capability to provide 
high chairs and booster seats, it 
doesn’t hurt to check before you 
leave home. Calling and moving 
your reservation up to an earlier 
hour is another good idea. 
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When ordering, move right past 
the sushi and the escargots and 
look for food that kids think of as 
normal. That fusilli with mush- 
room sauce could be turned into a 
butter pasta plate by asking the 
waiter to hold the sauce. And sim- 
ple appetizers and side orders can 
prove a gold mine with young 
diners. In a Mexican restaurant, 
quesadillas—tortillas with cheese 
—can be a hit. At Italian restau- 
rants, bruschetta, lightly herbed 
pizza-style bread sometimes serv- 
ed as an appetizer, is a possibility. 
Many dishes can be translated into 
kidfood by carefully checking the 
ingredients and asking to hold 
anything potentially offensive or 
strange. You may be able to have 
the staff hold the broccoli on the 
broccoli burger, for example. 

When all else fails—when it’s 
clear the menu and the child don't 
match—do not hesitate to ask if 
the cook could provide your child's 
favorite. Many cooks are happy to 
accommodate the younger set and 
some even go out of their way to 
turn a plain old peanut butter and 
jelly sandwich into a (somewhat) 
memorable dish. 

It may be wise to order fewer 
courses for yourself than if you 
were dining without a child, say 
experienced parents. Unless your 


child is exceptional, don't count on 
a long, relaxed meal. This is the 
night to skip the soup and salad. 

Even if you've ordered short, at 
some point before you are ready to 
leave the child will be finished— 
and probably bored. If you're pre- 
pared for this, you may gain five 
more minutes to finish that cafe au 
lait. Bring a small bag of quiet toys: 
smáll cars, crayons, and, if at all 
possible, a surprise item for the 
child to explore. 

When you leave, tip well. Even if 
the service was average, the clean- 
up is typically more labor-intensive 
than it would be just with adults. 

As you drive home, you'll prob- 
ably realize that power dining with 
kids can work. The kids have the 
power, and you get to dine.

to go, what to bring, and what 
helps to prod along a tiring tod- 
dler...or teen. 

Parents can benefit from some 
tips from seasoned hiker Bill 
Faulkner, park ranger for Channel 
Islands National Park in Ventura, 
California. Faulkner says that if a 
child can walk on his own, hiking 
will work—as long as someone is 
prepared to carry the child part of 
the way. In fact, Faulkner says the 
younger a child starts hiking, the 
better. 

Faulkner encourages families to 
find out what hikes are available 
in their areas, checking with local 
libraries, recreation departments, 
parks and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He also says parents should 
talk over the proposed hike with 
their kids, showing them the exact 
location of the trail on the map or 
discussing the interesting things 
they might encounter to build up 
pre-trip enthusiasm. 

Unless you're carrying a pack 
of 25 pounds or more, sturdy ten- 
nis shoes will do for footwear. 
Faulkner advises that no matter 
what the climate, everyone should 
dress in layers and wear sun- 
screen, a hat, and thick socks to 
avoid blisters. 

As for food and water, Faulkner 
urges parents to bring a good 
lunch—sandwich, fruit, juice and 
cookies—backed up by trail snacks 
such as raisins, peanuts and other 
high energy food, as well as plenty 
of water. Some children, he says, 
like to wear their own small day 
packs or fanny packs. If they do, 
their snack and beverage cravings 
can be managed without forcing 
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everyone to stop and open the one 
big day pack. 

Beyond food, Faulkner encour- 
ages families to bring fun tools to 
help enjoy the hike: binoculars, an 
inexpensive camera, a magnifying 
glass, a bug box to observe insects 
more graphically, plus a map and 
compass. "You can empower your 
child if you can teach him how to 
read a map, and a compass is a lot 
of fun,” says Faulkner. 

Hiking is also a good time to 
teach children environmental 
ethics, so Faulkner encourages 
families to take only pictures and 
leave only footprints, and to pack 
out any of the trash and other 
materials they take with them. 

As for safety, Faulkner recom- 
mends bringing a simple first aid 
kit, and if possible, asking the park 
service before starting out if there 
is anything hikers need to be con- 
cerned about on the trip. 

Sometimes parents who love 
hiking find the slow-paced stroll of 
children frustrating. Faulkner rec- 
ommends that parents down-scale 
any expectations for accomplish- 
ing a long, challenging hike and 
instead just take joy in seeing their 
little ones learn to love setting out 
on the trail.

THE DIRT ON SQUARE- 
FOOT GARDENING 


For most families today, plan- 
ning a garden, buying the seeds, 
digging, weeding, planting and 
harvesting makes a fun, relaxing 
summer hobby. 

But according to Tim Parsons, 
director of Educational Programs 
for the National Gardening Associ- 
ation in Burlington, Vermont, it’s 
much more. “Having a joint pro- 
ject and getting an opportunity to 
talk about nature—and life—is ter- 
rific," he says. 

Parsons says that square-foot 
gardening offers a wide range of 
chances to explore science ques- 
tions with children. “It’s easy to 
ask, for example, what happens if 
we get too much rain, or if we plant 
in the shade, or if it gets too dry,” 
he says. Parsons encourages par- 
ents to have their children keep a 
simple garden log that shows the 
seeds they planted, any soil care 
or fertilization they did and the 
yield obtained when harvesting. 

One of the fun benefits of a city 
garden, says Parsons, is that if 
you ve planted something like 
zucchini or tomatoes, уои те bound 
to get more crop than you can eat. 
“It's a nice process of sharing for 
kids to get involved with the fruits 
of their labor, knowing how much 
care and nurturing went into their 
production, and giving them to 
friends and neighbors,” he says. 

What does it take to get started? 
Parsons suggests families visit any

says songwriter Richard Sherman in 
describing the recording sessions for ТЛе 
Jungle Book. “We were screaming!” adds 
his brother Robert. 

The Sherman Brothers are recounting 
tall tales of musical madness in the cre- 
ation of one of Disney's best-loved ani- 
mated features. Most folks are 
unaware of the fact that anima- 
tion starts with the recording of 
the character voices, and in the 
case of Jungle Book, it all began 
with comedic songs penned by 
the Academy Award-winning 
team of Richard and Robert 
Sherman. 

For the classic Disneyland- 
meets-Dixieland of “I Wanna Ве 
Like You," the singers were Phil 
Harris as Baloo the bear and 
Louie Prima as the king of the 
Orangutans. “It was pure fun,” 
says Richard. “We had written 
nonsense scat lyrics for Phil, but he had 
his own idea- crazy nutty sounds. That's 
where the artistry comes in and that's 
where the characters were born. Every 
single syllable was analyzed by the ani- 
mators—they even came down to the 
recording studio to sketch." 

Historically, The Jungle Book is espe- 
cially significant for two reasons: it was 
the last animated feature personally pro- 
duced by Walt Disney, and it was the first 
feature in which actors' voices so strongly 
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influenced the style and development of 
the characters. 

Surprisingingly enough, it was Sterling 
Holloway, the gentle voice of the newly 
popular Winnie the Pooh, whose breathy 
antics brought life to the character of 
Kaa the python in the song "Trust In 
Me." Thesnarlingsnobbery of George 


sanders spoke for Shere Khan, the men- 
acing tiger who propels the story of 
Mowgli, the boy raised by wolves. 
Sebastian Cabot gave us the voice of 
Bagheera, the arrogant but good-hearted 
panther who watches over the boy. 

The original stories of Rudyard Kipling 
have a dark tone, quite unlike the 
Disney feature. "Walt called us to his 
office one дау,” says Richard, "and told 
us to forget everything we knew about 
Kipling's Jungle Book.” Robert adds, 


"You see, we were known as musical 
troubleshooters, and everyone was afraid 
that this film would become too serious. 
Walt said, We're going to do it our way 
and we're going to have some fun. | want 
you boys to write some songs and dream 
up some funny ideas." 

And dream they did! It's impossible 
to imagine this telling of 
the story without the 
songs which define the 
characters and the free- 
wheeling spirit of the 
film. Save for "The Bare 
Necessities," which was 
written by their friend 
Terry Gilkyson, all the 
tunes came from the 
animated brains of The 
Shermans. For example, 
ponderous pachyderms 
become a troop of prepos- 
terous elephants in 
"Colonel Hathi's March." 
"We just created these comic soldiers 
who drilled for the love of drilling," says 
Robert. 

A true challenge was the scene where 
vultures await Mowgli, the boy alone in 
the jungle. "What could be more obnox- 
ious than vultures?" asks Richard. "This 
could have been a very low point in the 
picture." “So we came up with friendly 
vultures singing as a barbershop quartet," 
adds Robert. “Апа then we gave them 
accents like The Beatles."

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Alan Thicke and Jay Underwood return as Dr. Jonas Carson and 
his android son Chip in a new Disney Channel Premiere Film 


Back in 1987, Alan Thicke and Jay 
Underwood were hard at work on a 
Disney Channel Premiere Film entitled 
Not Quite Human. Based on Seth 
McEvoy's series of popular young adult 
novels, the film chronicled the adven- 
tures of an inventor-scientist and the 
android son he had created. "The fathers 
portrayed in Disney films have always 
been ones | idolized,” said Thicke at the 
time. “So you can imagine how pleased | 
was when cast as Dr. Carson.” And Jay 
Underwood added that his “was a great 
role—one that I am having fun playing.” 

What neither knew at the time was that 
their collaboration was, to paraphrase 
the closing line of a classic Hollywood 
movie, the beginning of a beautiful 
friendship. For Not Quite Human went on 
to become one of the most popular 
movie ever made for The Disney 
Channel, and inspired a 1989 sequel. 
That movie, Not Quite Human ЇЇ, also 
proved popular, earning its place among 
our top 10 original films. 

And now the two are back in the con- 
tinuing adventures of Dr. Carson and 
Chip. Of course, this time around, things 
are a little different. First, Still Not 
Quite Human boasts an array of daz- 
zling special effects to help bring the 
story to life.

people," Underwood points out, “һе 
assumes they are good until he finds out 
otherwise. It would be a lot better world 
if more people were like that." 

As such statements indicate, there is a 
lot of Jay Underwood in his character 
Chip Carson. But being typecast is noth- 
ing new. "I always get the nice guy," he 
says ruefully. А recent exception to his 
roles as a nice guy was his opportunity to 
play the punk boyfriend in the movie 
Uncle Buck, opposite John Candy. 

Of course, a significant role in 
Underwood's career was one that neither 
film nor television audiences have ever 
seen—or will ever see, for that matter. He 
played the Big Bad Wolf in a sixth grade 
production of Little Red Riding Hood— 
with his sister playing the unfortunate 
Miss Hood. Underwood recalls tagging 
along to his sister’s acting classes, “just to 
see what it was like.” The result, by the 
time Underwood was in high school, was 
his first big part, co-starring with Jon 
Voight and JoBeth Williams in Desert 
Bloom. lt was “the greatest moment in 
my life" Underwood says—and then 
admits he had no idea how well-known 
his co-stars were. 

Today, each new role for Jay 
Underwood means he's one step closer 
to achieving his ultimate goal: owning a 
ranch in the wilds of Montana, where he 
can indulge his passion for fly-fishing, 
leaving only to play important roles. 
While he acknowledges that this is 
indeed a tall order, that fact doesn't faze 
him. Like Chip Carson, his android alter 
ego, Underwood intends to keep pushing 
until he achieves what he set out to do. 
Perhaps there's something to being type- 
cast as a nice guy after all. 

Alan Thicke, of course, is well known 
not only for his work in the Not Quite 
Human movies but for his role in the net- 
work sitcom Growing Pains. And that's 
not to mention the reputation that Thicke 
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has made for himself as a writer/produc- 
er, standup comedian, and composer of 
television theme songs. 

In person, Thicke's wicked wit is 
apparent when he discusses some of the 
less successful moments in his life and 
career. "I always believed that part of 
Elvis lived inside of me," he says about 
his short-lived career as a rock ’n’ roll star 
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in his native Canada. "Unfortunately, it 
was the part that liked donuts." Thicke's 
equally candid and hilarious about his 
"fainting out" of medical school, which 
he entered after dropping out of col- 
lege—where he was studying to be a 
minister. As for his ill-fated attempt at 
being a late-night talk show host—which 
coincided with problems in his personal 
life—Thicke quips: “It was a difficult 
year. 1 was divorced and cancelled on 
the same day." 

But rather than convince him to 
retreat, such roadblocks spurred Thicke 
on to try new things. The failure of his 
talk show, for example, propelled him

into acting. Likewise, the diabetes of one 
of his sons led to his involvement with 
the Juvenile Diabetes Foundation—and 
the creation of the "Alan Thicke Center 
for Diabetes Research" at the University 
of Western Ontario in Canada. 

For Thicke, variety is the spice of life. 
In addition to spending time with his 
sons Brennan and Robin, he enjoys 
hockey, softball, hiking, tennis, skiing 
and biking. In fact, Thicke's love of the 
great outdoors came in handy during 
breaks in the shooting of Stil! Not Quite 
Human. While in Vancouver, both Thicke 
and Underwood indulged their interests 
in fishing, and Thicke and other mem- 
bers of the cast also tried their hands at 
kayaking, and that ever popular sport of 
trolling the hotel lobby for any hot stars 
who might be staying there. They landed 
Bob Hope. 

The relationship between the actors— 
and the spirit of fun shared by the cast 
and crew on- and off-camera-shines 
through in Stil!

The king of comedy talks 
on The Disney Channel, 


he comedic genius of 
| Jerry Lewis casts a giant 
ч | shadow. To describe him 


as a show business legend 
| is to fall shy of the mark. 
He is the only comedian, 
| after all, to have been nominated for a 
Nobel Peace Prize (for his philanthropic 
| work, particularly with the crusade 
against muscular dystrophy). For his 
vision as a filmmaker, Lewis is revered in 
Europe. France regards him as its own 
American landmark, bestowing upon 
him the medal of the Legion of Honor. 
And for the generation that followed in 
his footsteps, Lewis represents the sum- 
mit of the comedic arts. 
With the world premiere of Martin & 
Lewis: Their Golden Age of Comedy, sub- 
scribers of The Disney Channel can par- 
take of a measure of the Lewis legacy. 
The three-part special, airing in May, 
June, and July, focuses in the main on 
Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis’s remark- 
able live-television series of the '50s—a 
wealth of comic sketches and routines 
not seen in four decades. (In addition to 
Lewis recounting his memories of those 
early days, comedians Martin Short, 
Chevy Chase, and Howie Mandel also 
make special guest appearances.) 
оч But mastery does not come easy. For 
| Jerry Lewis, the lessons began quite liter- 
ally in the cradle. "The expression ‘born 
| in a trunk," Lewis acknowledges, “1 
d | think was devised for people like Donald 
O'Connor, Peggy Ryan, Judy Garland, 
Jackie Coogan, and myself. In the case 
of my dad, he was playing burlesque at 
the time. | was born at the Newark 
Memorial Hospital, which was about five 
blocks from the burlesque theater." 
By the time Jerry Lewis was five, his 
father had ordered him his first tux—and 
Lewis was appearing onstage with his

about his salad days-and a three-part special, a world premiere 
that chronicles the golden era of Martin & Lewis. 


father. (Lewis's mother “was a brilliant, brilliant musician, a 
pianist who accompanied my father when he was playing 
legit —meaning the Borscht Circuit.”) By the time he was 10, 
“when | wasn't performing with my mother and dad, I was a 
busboy at the hotel my dad was working at in the Borscht Belt." 
(The Borscht Circuit or Belt were the theaters and nightclubs 
found at the Jewish summer resorts in the Catskill Mountains.) 

“The Borscht Circuit taught me all I had to know about the 
human condition, and about performing. My mother and dad 
were my teachers. The spine of my being was built out of those 
conditions...of being born in a trunk." 

As a member of that world, Jerry Lewis applied himself with 
diligence. "I watched everything," he says. “I had to see every- 
body twice. | would watch 
first to enjoy them, and then 
| would watch to see how 
they got it done—that was 
my education." 

Lewis's education would 
stand him in good stead— 
whether it was making the 
transition from stage to tele- 
vision and film ("You had to 
take everything down. That 
was confining. It was educa- 
tion and application") or 
creating, along with Dean 
Martin, one of the greatest 
comedy teams of all time. 

And even there Lewis was learning and applying—particular- 
ly the lessons he absorbed from the extraordinary duo of Stan 
Laurel and Oliver Hardy—and, to a lesser degree, from Bud 
Abbott and Lou Costello. "What | learned from the teams that 
aided Dean and | was stuff that you don't begin to know but 
you ve learned. When I was discussing things that Dean and | 
should do, | didn't know I was calling on Laurel and Hardy, 
who were the premiere team for reaction, as opposed to Abbott 
and Costello, who were magnificent in time," here Lewis snaps 
his fingers, "brilliant in time. 

"Laurel and Hardy had the timing, suffice it to say," Lewis 
continues, “of geniuses. But their timing involved...‘look in the 
camera...beat...beat...beat...turn back to the partner...wait for 
the line...turn to the audience...think about it...go back for 
another reaction.’ It was constant animation. lt was beautiful 
words and mime. 


"Between the two of us we were pretty good teachers," Lewis 
recalls of those early days with Dean Martin. Looking back on 
the sketches from their '50s series, Lewis says, “I loved it when it 
worked. I loved it when they were on the seesaw...when Jerry 
was a character and Dean was always Dean. Dean never 
changed from Dean. Jerry did [change into a character]. Dean 
had to always maintain as the straight man." 

Joining Jerry Lewis on Martin & Lewis: Their Golden Age of 
Comedy are Martin Short, Chevy Chase and Howie Mandel, 
who offer testimonials to the team's brilliance. But does Jerry 
Lewis see his influence in another generation of comedians? 

"Martin Short said a funny thing to me," Lewis says. “Не said 
Steve Martin had called him on the telephone and said, Do

you realize we're all doing Jerry Lewis?’ Which is a lovely com- 
pliment. 1 know what һе means—they re picking up on an 
energy that | had—that I still have—an energy when I was nine 
years old. And the kid in my performance has to be alive, other- 
wise the performance doesn't work." 

Working on Martin & Lewis: Their Golden Age of Comedy, 
and seeing the material of the '50s has proved elegiac for 
Lewis: "When I first saw the rough material I relived the times," 
he says. "It was a wonderful period for us. We were both 40 
years younger. We were at the height of wild abandonment. 
And l saw that watching the material. These two guys who were 
crazy in love with one another and with one another's ability. 

"It's just magic, absolute magic. And it will never, ever be 
reproduced. This is the only time you will ever see two men in 
that kind of time warp of love, affection, and talent. And it's all 
there in those specials."
